Following Premier Oliver's return 
to hla de*k Monday actual prepar¬ 
ation* for Mr. Canon'* arrival and 
for the conference, expected to take 
place some tints In the Summer, will 
get under way at the Parliament 
Buildings her*. 

How far the conference will go 
into these matters Is not known yet. 
but It i* expected the British Co¬ 
lumbia representative* will a*k for 
a revision of the financial relation*, 
between this Pro\ince and the Dom¬ 
inion as a whole. These relations, 
ss explained by Premier Oliver in 
addresses to the Legislature, are 
contained under three main head¬ 
ing*—Federal subsidies to th* Pro¬ 
vince, control of railway grant lands 
here and tranaportation coats. 

Two of these subjects will be fully 
considered before the Inter-provin¬ 
cial conference, the Railway Com¬ 
mission having tackled transporta¬ 
tion costs already and a royal com¬ 
mission having been appointed to In¬ 
vestigate British Columbia's claim to 
railway lands. 

The queMlon of Federal subsidies 
to th#* lYovInce is perhaps more 
rq rti ftfT rated - and—in vo l v e s thw re¬ 
opening of the whole Better Terms 
Issue and the British Nocth America 
Act Itself. The claim of the provin¬ 
cial authorities is (hat the Federal 
Government hAs flhf given British 
Columbia large enough subsidies In 
comparison with,the other provlnets 
nr In comparison with the amount of 
Federal revenue collected here an¬ 
nually.

Nationalist Foreign Minister, in a 
statement published In Nanking nnd 
received here by wireless, expressed 
rogret for Die recent disorder* at 
Nanking and the resultant death or 
lOjurlc* to foreigners, but protested 
against the British and United 
Mtale* bomltsnfrhcnt of the city and 
Its large civilian population. 

Chen also -said his Government 
denounced the alUtcks on tb* British 
and olbit consulate*. He asserted 
the disorder* In Nanking were the 
work of reactionary and counter¬ 
revolutionary elements and thgt ths 
Chinese casualties due to the bom¬ 
bardment were -estimated at more 
than 100 killed or wounded to every 
foreign casualty.

Much was made about the value of the measure 
in question to the lace trade of Nottingham and in 
the early days of its operation it looked as if this 
was one industry which would derive substantial bene¬ 
fit: but an examination of facts and figures has dis¬ 
pelled that hopeful prospect. It is now shown that 
iW-ezport trade in lace for the year ending last 
December decreased by no less than twenty-seven and 
one-half per cent. From the standpoint of output in 
its entirety, including the wages of the workers, there 
was a reduction of only eight per cent, and no fall in 
the number of operatives is recorded. But it is noted 
that the weekly income of the employee was less by a 
penny in the shilling—quite a consideration, as one 
commentator points out. where the total may not have 
been more than barely equal to the family needs.

The last is an excellent name for 
the small blue species which flowers 
here In Summer sad. which closely 
resembles the Irish species. < “Ptg- 
root" we may rule out. Of the others 
l like “satin-hell." especially whep 
combined with "purple”: "pu»rl® 
satin-bell” exactly describes out 
.Spring species. Children call them 
"blue-bells.” hut they are not blue; 
besides the name Is slresdy In use. 
"Hpring-bel!" would he better. Rut 
my vote would go for “purple satin- 
bell.” If “slsyrlnchtum” Is too diffi¬ 
cult for our tongues. 

Bo fat* as I know none of the Eng¬ 
lish names have any history behind 
them.

The following word picture was penned 
by the writer after a thorough exploration of 
the Rock of Kee-hm and from information 
gleaned in conversation With our Indian friends. 

THE ROCK OF , 

KEE-HIN 

_Straight from the salt waves rise the rugged 

cliffs of the headland known as Kee-hm, for¬ 
bidding and terrible, exposed to the full might 
of Winter storms which sweep the broad Paci¬ 
fic. The steep rock walls, one hundred feat 
or more in height, defy the boldest and most 
skilful mountaineer. Only by searching on the 
landward side, a little zigzag trail is found, a 
perilous path, leading to the summit of the rock. 


ITM-MAT-HOULTH. THE OUTER SPUR of KEE-HIM • 


has claimed a bit of it. until a cave or vaulted 
passage now exists straight through the centre 
to the sheltered side. Through this deep pas¬ 
sage Way, the water wells, advancing and re¬ 
treating with strange murmunngs.—hollow 
subterranean murmunngs. On the rough days 
when the great swells break on the outer walls 
of Kee-hm. a mass of water surges through 
the cave, eloquent of pent up power, contempti¬ 
ble of any feeble effort to resist it. 

Beyond the Rock of Kee-hin there is an 
^ouler spur, Tim-mat-houlth. This spur is like 
.... x mountain crag projecting through the surface 
of the waves. Its slopes are too steep to climb. 
Only the raven, the eagles, or the ever present 
crow find resting place upon the branches of 
the spruce or hemlock which still find foot¬ 
hold on its crest, challenging the tempest to up¬ 
root and cast them down into the seething brine. 
Between Tim-mat-houlth and the Rock of 
Kee-hin there is an open cleft not more than 
seventy feet across—through this the ocean

Ascend this trail with me and you will find 
upon the top a space of gently sloping land two 
acres large. In days which anlidate the com¬ 
ing of the white man, this plateau was the home 
of the Ohy-aht tribe. The site. was chosen 
well, for with a few it could be held against 
superior strength. Encircling the small plateau 
and at the very brink of the great cliff, a wall 
of earth and stone was raised, from two to 
three feet high. In times of peace it saved 
the children from a fall over the edge and down 
upon the rocks beneath, and screened in time a^ 
war. the watchman from the view of foes, or 
shielded them as they cast stones upon the 
canoes of hostile tribes which ventured close, or 
on assailants who dared to try and scale the 
rocky ramparts. Upon the cliff and^kist where 
it would dominate the trail, the Indians placed 
a heavy log of wood, ready to roll upon a foe 
who might attempt to climb the path. 

On the western shoulder of the Rock of 
Kee-hui the stain of iron oxide tints the cliff 
in shades of rich red-brown and ochre, splashes 
of glorious color—the very richness of the pig¬ 
ment denotes a weakness in the rock, a fatal 
weakness when exposed to the full force of 
Winter storms. For centuries the sea has 
quarried out this iron stained cliff until an 
entrance has been hewed, which in tune will 
strike right through the heart of Kee-hm. 
Stranger yet, the sea has followed a vein of 
rock, so decomposed that each succeeding wave 


Indians says, the top of this escape was filled 
with bone from a great whale, to save the care¬ 
less ones from falling in. 

» 

Southward from Kee-hin, a succession of 
jagged rocks- pinnacles of granite—line the 
shore, inhospitable, and dangerous, the very 
sight of which would strike pale terror in the 
heart of any who might seek to land. No hostile 
tribe would dare attack the fortress from the 
ocean side. Northward from Kee-hin and 
sheltered by the headland, there is a little bay. 
the upper beach of which is sand, the lower, 
stones. The Indians made a runaway by 
throwing stones on either side to form a clean 
and smooth approach through which canoes 
were hauled to the upper beach, near where the 
winding trail led to the fortress top. Such was 
the Rock of Kee-hin. the ancient home of the 
Ohy-aht tribe. 

BEAUTIES OF 
BARKLEY SOUND 

During our stay at Nan-es-kee-is Bly we 
chartered an Indian gas-boat for a trip among 
the islands of Barkley Sound. Barkley Sound 
is very beautiful, there are numerous islands, 
and intricate channels. There are passage* so 
narrow that one s boat can just square through 
between the rock sides. I here are high moun¬ 
tain ranges ruing three and four thousand feet 
from long deep inlets a few hundred yards 
across. The green forests descend to high 
water mark, the lower limb* slretthing over the 
water and the reflections are so perfect that it 
is almost impossible to distinguish the dividing 
line between water and land. On many of the 
islands are pretty little beaches of sand and 
powdered shells ana there are many miniature 
harbors which are safe for the smallest craft. 
In Barkley Sound one has the charm of the 
open ocean and the fascination of sheltered 
waters. 

The water along the beach at Nan-as-kee-is 
Bay was highly phosphorescent, and it was 
wonderful to bathe after dark, when it seemed 
as if one swam through liquid fire. Small flat¬ 
fish startled from their lairs in the sand daited 
through the water leaving a streak of light 
like a comet moving swiftly through a dark sky. 


a peculiar monotonous note or hum. interrupted 
by a fit of coughing. Looking over in the direc¬ 
tion of the sound we saw a wild-looking being 
with long disheveled hair and beard sitting on 
a knoll of rock high abqye the stream. The 
man was humming a monotonous tune of four 
notes, repeating it continuously. Near him sat 
a black mongrel dog. The "wild man" for 
such he was, raised himself with-evident effort 
and with the aid of a strong stick, half walked, 
half stagge r e d down the rocks toward* the 
river. Every , few yards he stopped and rested, 
the black dog following every movement of 
his master. A little can. about the size of a 
quart lard pail hung from his hand, and when 
at last he reached the river he dipped it in 
the stream, then gradually and with many rests 
he worked his way up the rocks and disappeared 
in the woods. A few minutes later a wreath of 
blue • smoke rose from the bushes and spread 
out like a veil above the trees. Curious to know 
more about the extraordinary creature, we 
crossed the river to investigate. Finding a 
little trail leading into the woods in the direc¬ 
tion of the smoke, we were startled by a growl 
and furious barking of the black dog which 
rushed upon us. The dog was quickly called

in by his master whom we found crouched over 
a dilapitated sheet iron stove set in the middle 
of the trail. On the stove were a number of 
small pails of water but not anything cooking 
in them. The man was dirty. Hi* long and 
tangled hair and beard spread over his clothes 
which were almost in rags. We talked to him 
and found that he had lived his life in the

THE WILD MAN

We returned, to Victoria via the Alberni 
Canal, motoring from Port Alberni to Nan¬ 
aimo spending one night at the picturesque over¬ 
hanging ledges of rock which hem m English¬ 
man's River at the "upper bridge." 

It was at Englishman's River we encoun¬ 
tered the “Wild Man of Vancouver Island.” 
We were pitching our tent in the late afternoon 
oh the south side of the river and just a little 
above the bridge when we became conscious of 


woods and among the mountains which form 
the back-bone of Vancouver Island from Nan¬ 
aimo north. He was one of a number of 
miners brought out from England by the late 
Robert Dunsmuir to work in the coal mines at 
Nanaimo. A few years later be had taken 
to the hills and followed the calling of trapper 
and guide to hunting parties. In time he was 
weaned from civilization and all it stands for. 
He rarely visited Nanaimo for provisions but 
had them delivered to a convenient point from 
which he packed them into the mountains. Forty 
years of wild life and he did not want to tee 
a fellow human being and for long stretches of

time he lived exclusively on deer meat, fish and' 
berries. He trapped marten and bear. His 
dog's father had been at the death of eighty 
panthers "and this dog." he said, “at the death 
of three.” Then he told us of his affliction of 
asthma, and enlarged heart, and how he had 
built a cabin tome distance up Englishman's 
River but a forest fire had burnt him out even 
destroying his cooking utensils. His supplies of 
food were also low but he expected some from 
the store at Parluville in a few days. . (We 
afterwards heard that tha Government allowed 
him provisions to the value of $15 per month). 
We assured hmuwe had food to spare and our 


we made a cast over the sandstone ledge whicl 
overhangs the river, and almost immediately 
we hooked a dandy over one I pound in weight. 
The old man was right. 

Before breaking camp next morning we 
gave the old man half the trout, a good supply 
of provisions and our pots and pans. . It Wat 
useless to try to get him to return to civilizatioi 
and enter a nursing home. No—even at tha 
very evening of his days he was determined ta 
stay with the wild life and die as he had lived, 
in the woods with no companion but his faith, 
ful dog, and so it happened, for the next Wn

conversation drifted to fishing. On our arrival 
at English man's River we had tried in vain to 
catch a trout, there were fish in the river but 
they were not hungry for our flies. We told 
the old man of our failure and this is the advice 
he gave. "Sit down and watch what fly the 
tfout are taking," he said, "catch one.' put 
some pitch from a fir tree on your hook, stick 
on the fly. you try, you get him." It was just 
about dusk when we returned to camp. The 
black flying ants were winging their way from 
one object to another, we caught one, we found 
some sticky pitch, we fixed the ant to the hook-.. 


ter news was received at Parluville that the old 
man was dying. A party of men went out to 
bring him into hospital, but the dog guarding 
his dying master and fearing mischief refused 
to let any approach. A bullet put an end to 
the faithful beast—it was too late—the old 
man Wa* dead. Bo they died as they had 
lived —together-—the black mongrel dog and 
the “Wild Man of Vancouver Island." 

We returned to Victoria on the eigh teenth 
day of our holiday, well satisfied with the 
variety of experiences which had filled our

The gas method for ripening fruit 
and vegetables wan originated by Dr. 
R.. B, Harvey, plant phyelologlat of 
the Minnesota Agricultural Experl- 
ment Batlon. 

Dr. Harvey expects the use of 
ethylene to lengthen tbs growing sea¬ 
son by ripening immature, fruits be¬ 
fore the regular season snd also to 
save fruits caught green by frost. 

“The expense Of the treatment is 
negligible.” says Dr. Harvey. "Ethy¬ 
lene gas costs about four dollars for | 
twenty-five cubic feet which 1* suf- j 
flclent for ten or more carloads of 
oslery. tomatoes or bananas. 

"A single dose of ethylene of about | 
two to three cubic feet, costing less 
than forty cents a carload, l* aufflci- j 
ent to produce a remarkable chahge 
In the time to ripen bananas and to 
change their, color, flavor* and tex¬ 
ture to that of, fine, ripe fruit.

Evidently at the close of the first 
glaciation and while tile Ice was In 
retreat thla shore-line was above 
I eea-level and In its proximity trees 
and plants grew. U la very probable. , 

I think, that there was at ,one time j 
a good deal of vegetation, /including 
forest, for pieces of carbonised wood 
are found scattered through the cIM's 
here and there throughout the Vic- i 
torts district. i 

When Improvement work 
Ing done a doxen years or moiVngo j 
on Henry Street, Victoria West. I 
found several pieces of carbonised 
wood In the excavated material. But 
later the land sank slowly until the 
vegetation-filled hollows were cov¬ 
ered with clay in which lived auch 
shell-animals as cockles, clams, etc., 
while on the small boolders colonies 
of barnacles made their homes. Then 
on top of the clay and its Inhabi¬ 
tants came deposits of gravel and 
sand and clay as the land atill slowly 
sank, until finally the whole of this 
110 feet of sedimentary accumulations 
was beneath the sea. ’ 

From the fineness of the clay In 


some of the beds and Its clearly 
defined stratification we can read 
something of tha conditions of Its 
deposition. It must have been laid 
down in very quiet water where no 
wave-action could reach It. and the 
thin and regular bedding would point 
to the seasonal changes. It was 
probably from some great gl&- 
cial streams whose waters in the In- 
terglactal Hummers came down thick 
and turbid with mud from the melt¬ 
ing Ice and the upland valley*. Thus 
th* years would be recorded much 
as the age of a tree la by the animal 
rings of growth. If thla wars the 
case tJ»e* coarser deposits mlght re- 
present forward movements of the 
lob. 'Changing the nature of the load 
carried by the streams from rock- 
flour to sand atifi even coarse gravel. 
On the other hand they might be 


.produced by changes in the courses 
of the rivers. The summit of the 
; cliff Is composed of unstratified till.

Last Saturday afternoon I revisited 
the cliffs with my companion of many 
! tripe, A. H. Marrlon. and while 1 was 
engaged with the beetles he explored 
the cliffs above. Joining him Uter 
he called my attention to two ex¬ 
ceedingly Interesting feafurea. 

One Is a very curiously contorted 
bed of. clay laaa than a foot think, 
nnd extending along the c 11 fT about 
half way up. which looks for all the 
world like one of the geological dia¬ 
grams of cloaely folded mountain*.

At present tho vegetatloir on the 
soft banks of moist sand and clay 
which slope steeply from the cliffs 
is almost entirely the showy Icolta- 
foot with Ita large deeply indented 
leaves with softly matted white hair 
beneath and with heads of white 
flowers. Further down salmonberry 
nnd elderberry struggle for life. 

There is thus n story on tho face 
of the cliff which reaches back 4 
hundred thousand year* or more to 
the time when the plants of the 
lignite bed grew on the land re^ 
cently freed from ice nnd the beetles 
flashed their grt^p coats In the sun 
of the Bummer, and which ts atljl 
In progress with the breaking down of 
the beds and the upgrowth of new 
plant-life on the rulns 4 

But It* la not an easy story to tell 
with any degree of minuteness though 
th# broad outlines may be made out 
as I have attempted to sketch them. 

A VISIT TO SCARBORO 
j HEIGHTS. TORONTO 

On mj only visit to Toronto some 
years ago I spent an afternoon at 
; Bcarhoro Heights on the shore of 
|Take- Ontario on the outer margin 
of the city. My old friend Archdeacon 
| t'olllson of Qunmlchan accompanied 
me. I forget precisely how far out 
‘ we went by car but when we stopped 

• we were nmong prosperous-looking 
farms. Following * rode - road-to¬ 
wards the lake we crossed some rough 
prassy land where Michaelmas daisies 
and yellow toad-flax were still bloom - 
] ing though It wax the rind of 8 ep- 
j t ciuber. 

I Boon we came out above the cliffs 
or "Height#.** and following a foot¬ 
path along the crest we were able to 
get several excellent views of th$ 
deposits of whlth they were formed. 
They nueemhle very closely the cliffs 
at Cordova Bay 1 have described and. 
more than that, they correspond in 
hlatory. Like them they are com¬ 
posed of a.great series of interglacial 
deposits, and constitute one of the 
finest sections In the east. They are 
known geologically as the Toronto 


Formation. Curiously, th# altitude 
of Bcarboro Heights is almost iden¬ 
tical with that of the Cordova Bay 
cliffs. It* feet. 

As one would expect, these deposits 
have been very thoroughly examined 
and the result has been the discovery 
of a varied collection of fopsll remains 
of both plants and animals. These 
include elephants, bison, deer, beer, 
among the mammals. Forty-two 
species of flowering plants are repre¬ 
sented. among them thirty recognis¬ 
able trees Huch sofathern kinds as 
the paw-paw. and the Osage orange 
are mingled with oak. maple, hickory, 
basswood, wild plum, and red cedar. 

From this it is evident that the 
ctiMftT* 6T me TWbhTo region some 
hundreds of thousands of years ago 
was warmer than now and resembled 
that of Ohio or Pennsylvania of to¬ 
day. 

Of Insects seventy-two species have 
been found all but two of which are 
extinct at the present time. If you 
look up Coleman’s “Elementary Geol¬ 
ogy” you will aee a photograph of 
beetles from these beds some of 
which resemble those from Cordova 
Bay. There are. In addition, fresh¬ 
water ahetta of modern type. 

The formation is thought to have 
been formed in the first of the several 
tnterglsctal periods during which the 
eastern Ice-sheet retreated. The 
clay*, aands, etc., were deposited In a 
primitive Lake Ontario hy a river 
from the north fed by the retreating 
ice. It is eetlinated that the length 
of the period of warmth represented 


| by these great yellow cliffs must have 
1 been between 7S.000 and 100,000 years. 

A LIGNITE 8TRIP ON 
DENMAN ISLAND 

Under the leadership of Archdeacon 
Colllaon I paid & flying visit to the 
east coast of Denman Island several 
years ago. We crossed from Union 
Bay to the Beak Point and followed 
the shore south towards Komas Bluff.' 
On the beach wo came across a num¬ 
ber of large fragments of what looked 
at first sight like partially fossilised 
wood. A closer examination, how-* 
ever, showed it to be composed of 
swamp plants matted toget h e r . In 
fact, a lldnlte strip, like that of Cor- 
dov n Da y . M> neri m a d va n end 1^ 
T»rogreas towards coaL - 

The source of the fragments, aomd 
of which were several feet long, w# 
found to be high up on the cliff above, 
fifty or sixty feet I should say from 
memory. It stretched, a long narrow 
hi»n*l parallel with tha shore, along 
the face for several hundred feet. 
From its thinness one would Judge 
that It was but the outer edge of the 
original deposit, but whether the re¬ 
mainder had been eroded or was still 
within the-cliff could not be decided. 

There must he a number of these 
old deposits along tho coasts of Van¬ 
couver Island end Its smaller neigh¬ 
bors. and perhaps this account of the 
contents of the Cordovn Bay one <*• 
known from a very cursory examina¬ 
tion) and of the history they uncover 
may arouse the curiosity of some of 
my readers.

And, in order fo her gf rupulOunly 
fair, I wish to say that many of the 
minor characters, even three or four 
of ,the ministers are drawn true to 
life, although not one of them Is the 
normal type. More than ^ that, the 
faults and failings, the narrowness 
and Ignorance of church members nnd 
preachers, are often not overstated, 
and deserve to be satirised, but the 
whole impression one gets from the 
novel la that Lewis la an enemy of 
religion He puts a speech Into the 
mouth of one of the doubting 
T hom a ses In tha...ipJnU lr y in jtfUvJl. 
he goes, so far as to assail the char¬ 
acter of Christ, and for this and for 
every other evil Influence of the book, 1 
look upon it as a diabolically clever 
but diabolically harmful polemic 
against the 'Christian religion and Its 
ministers. 

The church wHl^butllve it Just as 
she has survived the assaults of 
Ingeraoll and Gibbon and hundreds 
of other enemies from the days of 
Domltan to the present. But there ta 
no doubt In my mind that this novel 
will do Irreparable Injury to uncrit¬ 
ical readers who will take Lewis's 
cynical make-believe for a true re¬ 
flection of the church Ufa of to- 
, dar.

Bu^ notwith¬ 
standing the fact tha.! two of the three partners 
afterwards became well known in their 
respective provinces, ons seldom hears anything 
about ths Tinker. Very few people have heard 
of It at all. Not even In Cariboo. 

On* of ths partners In ths Tinker wae Henry 
Beatty, of Thorold. Oot„ father of "Eddie" 
Baatty. president of ths Canadian Peolflo Rail- 

’■ wTOir; iwhhw 

Wilson, who for many years prior to his death, 
waa known aa the -Cattle King" of British Col¬ 
umbia. He died In 1904 at Ashcroft. 

Ths third partner. Tinker Brown, won fame 
In Cariboo aa on* of ths country's greatest 
spenders. He often made the statement that hla 
claim could not produce gold any faster than 
he oould spend It. Brown's share of the weekly 
Cleanup, between 91.100 end 92 . 000 , rarely last¬ 
ed him over Sunday. He wee "broke" for many 
years before hla death In the old man's boms at 
Kamloops twenty years ago. 

Perhaps It waa because ths Tinker happened 
ts be situated neat to the famous Cariboo Cam¬ 
eron group, which Included the Wattle, adjoin¬ 
ing the Tinker on the north, downstream, that 
very little le. heard of It. 

The Wattle, named after one of Cameron's 
foremen, was the richest of all ths hundred odd 
claims on Williams* creek and its guloh tribu¬ 
taries. Tot. the Tinker. It Is claimed, waa al¬ 
most aa rich, yielding 9119.000 from 140 feet of 
Its ground.

vitamins; enough bran to overcome 
constipation. They call it the S to 1 
diet, meaning there is three times as 
much Ketogrnlo material aa there la 
antt-Ketogenic material. They aim to 
keep the tissue* rather well saturated 
with acetone. 

Tesla for acetone in the blood, urine, 
saliva and breath are positive. In 
fact, the odor of acetone can be noted 
on the breath and the Scott Wilson 
tests confirm the smelling test. 

Since cutting down on cereals Is a 
part of tha treatment. It was suggest¬ 
ed that the Improvement waa merely 
due to decrease In the blood sugar. 
When Insulin was given to cases In 
which there was no change In diet, 
there waa no stoppage of the spasms, 
proving that the effect of the diet 
waa due more to the increase In fats 
than it waa l<> decrease In cereals.
